This manual is designed to aid Montgomery Community 
College students iiho wish to transfer or who are considering transfer 
to four^year colleges or universities* It provides assistance to 
students in planning a four*year program through a general discussion 
of transfer and a detailed presentation of transfer proc'idurese Study 
abroad is briefly outlined* Information regarding general and 
specialized accreditation is proip^ided folloved by a list of useful 
transfer reference books^ nanuals, and directories. iTailable types 
of financial aid are extensively reviewed^ i/icluding federal grants^

AM 1 READY TO TRANSFER? 

This IS probably the most difficult question the student can ask of 
hlm^rf and his academic adviser. A few comments on this question can 
help you to clarify your thinking In this natter. 

Transfer institutions universally raconoend that you earn your 
I"":iflte m Arts H»r.. before vou transfer. There are several 
reaione for thiSi. 

1 The state colleger in Maryland havt COTitCid themselves to give 
JSeferenL in aLlssion to those who have graduated from a commun^ 
ity college in Maryland. 

2 Both national and local studies have shown that, statlstiMlly, a 
cL,unity or junior college graduate ha, a aha-e of co^- 
pletlng his four-year college program than one who transfers with 
out having graduated. 

3 some colleges make scholarships Immediately 'mailable to comuBity 
oHuSLr college graduates, but require transfer studonts without 
?heir degree to complete from one semester to one year before 
applying for a scholarship. 
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HowBvat, there are soma highly specialized cuKlcula such u Asricul- 
Cure Hwe EconMlcB, Architecture, four-yoar Nursing, etc., which nay 

take cne specialized courses not available here. 

Instances oi this situation are not comon, however, because moat col- 
lege prosrams are essentially general durina the £ir=t two years and 
become specialtiid in the Junior and senior years. 

What about your average? While it is true that sone colleges will ac 
cept transfer students with a bare C average (2.0). the projected 
Jnr'^W . 'ffnts earning a bachelor's degree are not encourag- 

ing. We suggest 2.5 as a firm and realistic transfer average This

WHAT IS FINANCIAL AID? 

Finanelal aid li any grant, ■cholarehlp, loan or paid employment 
offered for the express purpose of helping a student mmt educationally 
related expansee. Such aid Is usually provided by or through federal 
and Stat, ageneies. foundation,, corporations, and ""f "f 

Bltles. Grants and .cholarships are regarded as "gift" asslatance and 
need not be repaid, althouih they may carry certain provisions that 
must be adhered to. Loans are usually offered at low Interest rates, 
and can be repaid over an extended period after the student leaves the 
Institution, Where aid Is offered In the form of a Job, the student is 
oaid an hourly rate for work actually performed. 

The amounts and types of financial aid that a student receives are 
determined through federal, state, and local guidelines and " 
students in combinations of "packaies" designed to fit the applicant , 
financial need. 



GRANTS 



BASIC EDUCATIONAL OPPORTUNITY GRANTS (BlOG) 

Basic Grants make funds available to eligible studenti attending 
approved colleges, coimnunity/ junior colleges , vocational schools, cech- 
Blcal schools, hospital schools of nursing, and other eligible post- 
secondary^ institutions. 

To apply for a Basic Grant, the student must complete a form called 
"Application for Determination of Basic Grant lllglblUty." Copies of 
the application are available from postseeondary educational Instltu- 
Clons. high schools, public libraries, Talent Search and Upward Bound 
projects, or by writing to BEOC, Box 2468. Washington. D... 20013. 

The completed form should be sent to BEOG, Box 2^64, Washington , 
D C 20013. Within 4 weeks, the student will receive a Student Eligi- 
bility report" notifying the student of his eligibility status. This 
report nay be submitted to the school which will calculate the amount 
of the Baiic Grant the student 1* eligible to receive. The amount of a 
student's award will be based on the studant's eligibility Index, the 
cost of attendance at his school, and a payment schedule issued to all 
eligible educational Institutions by the U. S. Office of Education. 

Students may send copies of their notification to more than one 
school. (Note: Only send original to the college of your final choice. 
Send xerox copies to all others.)

Any Maryland hlsh school senior, or graduate of prior years. Is 
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tliglble w compgca for a General State scholarship* A candidate al- 
ready attending college who has compleced at least one academic year 
and who is in good academic itanding may he awarded a General State 
scholarship without having to take the qualifying examination. 

Each county and each leglilatlve dietrict of Baltimore City is 
allocated a percentage of the total General icholarehip funds based on 
the niffiber of Delegates it sends to the Maryland Ceneral Assembly, 

Awards are made by the State icholarship Board based upon the stu- 
dent^ s scores on the College Entrance Hcamination Board Scholastic 
Aptitude Test (SAT) and dOTonstrated financial need, scores earned on 
the American College Testing (ACT) examination are acceptable for etu- 
dents who have not taken the SAT, 

Each scholarship unit has a value of $100. No recipient may be 
granted more than 15 unite ($1500) or less than 2 units ($200) per 
year. The stipend may be applied to the costs of tuition, Mndatory 
fees, and/or room and board. 

Eligible institutions are thosa degree-granting institutions ot 
higher education and junior and ^OTiunlty colleges within the State of 
Maryland whose cu^riculume are approved by the State Department of 

Education, , ^ 4j^^ 

Each scholarship recipient is required toi (1) be a legal resident 
of the county or Baltimore City legislative district from which he 
expects to receive a scholarship a^vardi (2) have a definite financial 
need; and, (3) be accepted for admission as a full-time student (mini- 
mum 12 semester hours) in one of the eligible institutions, 

A student who wishes to be considered for a General State Scholar- 
ship must file an application card AND a parents' Confidential State- 
ment (PCS) with Educational Testing Service, Princeton, New Jersey 
0.8540 NO LATER than December 1 of the year prior to award. Forms may 
be obtained from any high school or college in the State, or from the 
State scholarship Board, 2100 Guilford Ave,, Baltimore, Maryland 21218. 



HOUSE OF DELEGATES SCHOLARSHIPS 



Each membex of the House of Delegates may appoint two (2) students
